Practical  Public  Ownership 

Tn  Racoon  is  indebted  to  Mana¬ 
ger  P.  E.  Day  fur  a  copy  of  the  annual 
report  of  the  Borough  of  Madison, 
Departments  of  Water  and  Light, 
jest  published.  It  is  the  first  official 
report  o 4  this  department  We  make 
some  extracts. 

"Tbs  report  on  water  show*  a  con¬ 
sumption  of  7,213,948  gallons,  and 
allowing,  say  1,400  consumers,  is  an 
ex osas  of  50  gallons  per  capita,  and 
taking  tha  estimates  of  experts  at  40  j 
par  day  par  capita,  and  also  into  ac¬ 
count  the  time  of  the  year,  shows 
considerable  waste.  This  could  be 
remedied  by  the  use  of  meters  only, 
and  while  the  initial  coot  would  be  of 
some  moment,  I  cannot  bat  believe 
that  it  would  pay  for  itself  in  tbe 
end.  I  find  that  it  is  recommended 
and  in  use  in  a  great  many  cities. 

"No  one  will  deny  that  water  is  as 
free  as  air  and  so  far  as  nature  made 
it,  it  is  so.  But  when  it  is  furnished 
in  a  certain  way  and  delivered  at  a  I 
oertain  point  and  at  all  times,  it  then 
becomes  to  that  extent  an  artificial ty — 
it  is  not  nature — and  it  ousts  money.  I  • 
Tbe  charge  for  water,  taking  into 
consideration  the  cost  of  delivery  and  ( 
the  charge  made  by  other  places  sit-  j  ( 
usied  as  is  the  Borough,  is  more  than  ( 
reasonable — it  is  cheap.  The  charge  j  r 
for  electric  current  is  the  lowest  in  I  u 
the  United  States.
